stne time in the weaving shop, the
hroom shop. the shoe shop, the chapel
and kitchen,

The buildings being frame, and dry
ns tinder, burned fiereely ; too flercely in
fact for the prisoners, wha hecame
panie-stricken and apparently dazed at
the suddenness of the whole wild seene,
The nir was filled with ervies and curses,
Men und women stampeded like cattle,
tearing nt each other and fighting like
maniacs for any chance that offered
even o slight hope of safety from the
raging inferno and the restricting walls
of the prison.
